Chicago, 111., Aug. 7.—With a con­ 
fident 
declaration 
that 
Bryan 
and 
Kern will beat Taft and Sherman 
in New York in the fall election, 
Norman E. Mack, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, form­ 
ally opened the party’s central head­ 
quarters in Chicago today. After wax­ 
ing enthusiastic over the New York 
situation Mr. Mack called up Lincoln, 
Neb., by long distance telephone and 
held a conversation with Mr. Bryan 
at Fairview, his home. 
Mr. Mack told the nominee for 
president that New York would go 
democratic. He then discussed with 
Mr. Bryan the action or the Wes­ 
tern Passenger Association in refus­ 
ing to grant a reduced rate to Lin­ 
coln for the Bryan notification next 
Wednesday. 
Chairman Mack 
was enthsuiastie 
over the outlook for victory all over 
the country, but the thing that gave 
him greatest Joy was that eastern, 
especially New York, party workers 
were getting together as they never 
had before, assuring a strong Bryan 
vote in the east. 


The first work of the chairman 
was the reopening of negotiations 
with the Western Passenger Associa­ 
tion in an effffort to get reduced 
rates to Lincoln Aug. 12 for the 
Bryan notification. 
“ What I would like to know is 
why the railroads are discriminating 
against Bryan,” said Mr. Mack. “The 
republicans were able to get half 
rate fares to Cincinnati when Mr.

without first 
consulting 
the 
voter,

stated that they had. and urged all 
trustees

Boston .-‘—A lone on an Island In the 
ocean, with five children to educate,

preme court's decision leaves Henry 
B. Davis, the sole 
resident of 
“No 
Man’s Land.” 
This little island lies four miles 
south of M artha’s Vineyard. 
It is in­ 
cluded in the town of Chilmark, and 
Mr. Davis pays taxes on property as­ 
sessed at $7,000. 
In 1904 he moved 
to the 
island. 
His children are 4. 12, 17, 19 and 24 
years old. 
The 12-year-old child Is 
the only one of whom attendance at 
school is legally required. 
In its decision the court regretted 
th at the children should go unedu­ 
cated, but stated that the petitioner 
cannot expect the town to furnish and 
m aintain a school for his sole bene­ 
fit. 
Had 
Mr. 
Davis’ 
petition 
been 
granted, he would likely have had the 
contract for erecting the school build­ 
ing. One of the scholars would have 
been appointed janitor, 
and when a 
graduate of the school became teach­ 
er the educational short circuit would 
have been complete. 
In the town of 
Chilmark there are 
several 
school 
buildings and a library. 
In answ er‘to Mr. Davis’ petition the 
court said : 
“The situation of the pe­ 
titioner and his children is an unfor­ 
tunate one. 
The statute requires him 
to cause at least one of them to a t­ 
tend school; he pays taxes to the 
town to a considerable am ount; there 
are no regular m eans of communica­ 
tion between the island upon which 
Jie has fixed hi3 ‘ residence and the 
main island upon which the public 
schools of the town are situated; com­ 
munication is often difficult and some­ 
tim es impossible. 
But we can pass 
only upon the question of law raised 
by the report. Petition dism issed.”
